Bereza Army Barracks Yaselda is located
- in the southwest outskirts of Bereza (52-32N
024-59E) on the north side of the Bereza-
Kobrin highway. This installation is not rail
served; héwever, the Brest-lvantsevichi rail
line passes 3 kilometers (km) north of the area.
The Bereza Airfield is located 6.5 km northwest,
another barracks 5 km north-northwest, and a
SAM support facility 1.8 km south-southeast.

Area J2 contains four vehicle maintenance
buildings, 180 by 30 feet, 130 by 30 feet,
130 by 30 feet and 65 by 30 feet (T-shaped),
and 100 b‘y 30 feet and 65 by 30 feet (I.-shaped).
It also contains four miscellaneous suppdrt
buildings.
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Small Arms Firing Range Infantry Field Training Area

Area L is a 1,000- to 1,065~ by 60-foot
small arms firing range with three probable
firing points at 100 meter intervals.

Area R is a series of personnel trenches
immediately adjacent to the small arms firing

range, indicating a probable infantry training
area.
